he Catheter is an Inftrument very neceſ- 
ſary amovyglt the relt, that if any ob. 
{tructions happen, either in the paſlage of 
the urine or neck of the bladder, through 
ſlime, eravell;the (tone, or the like accident, 
which by the arcificial uie of a ſyringe can- 
not be removed, then 1s this needfol inſtry* 
ment tobe uſed; as allo to make ſearch for 
the Rone in the bladder.

'n the Artift may be called to deliver 
his opinlon, either of the death of 

any perſon, or of the weaknefle and depra- 
vation of any member in the fun&tion or ex- 
ecution of ics proper office and duty, and to 
ive his teſtimony and report to a Magi- 
| 0h or Coroners Enquelt which may be a 
matrer of great concernment, I have for 


the benefit of young Artiſts, and the good 


of the common wealth taken out of Ambre- 


fins Parenus theſe following rules, to which | 
I have added what 1 have found by mine own Þ 
praQice. | 

I ſhall therefore wiſh the Artiſt to ob- 
ſerve that exhortation which he gives, that 
is, That he have an honeſt minde, and a 
careful regard of true piety, the fear of God) 
and loye to, his neighbour before his eyes , 
thathe he not carried away with fayoyg or 


affeRion, not corrupted with mony or re- 
wards, 
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wards , but to declare the truth wholly and 
without partialir y, 

Let the Artiſt be careful in the ſearching 
of fach wounds as are brought to him, thar 
he be nor deceived in making his probation, 
bur let che Patient be placed in the ſame 
poſture he was in when he received the hurt, 
otherwiſe a wonnd may ſeem by the probe 
ro be ſmall, when indeed it is mortal, It 
therefore he be doubrful, then let him Cul- 
pend his judgment from the firſt day ro the 
ninth, by which time the accidents and ſym- 
ptomes will manife{t,the condition of the 
wound, 

The general Ggns whereby we judge of 
diſeaſes,are four ; for they are drawn either 
from the nature and eſſence of the diſeaſe, 
or from the cauſe or efte& thereof, or elſe 
from che fimilicude , proportion and com: 
| pariſon of thoſe diſeaſes, with the ſeaſon, or 
preſent conſtitution of the times; Therefore 
if we are called to the cure ofa green wound 
whoſe nature and danger is no other bur a 
ſimple ſolution of continuity 1n the rauſcu- 
lovs fleſhy we may preſently pronounce that 
wound to. be of no danger, and that ic will 
ſoon be cured. Bur 1f ic have an Ulcer anvex- 
ed co ir, that 1s1f it be ſanious, then'we may 
ſay itwill be more difficutt and long in cu- 
rDg, 
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Ling, and ſo we may prenounce all diſeaſes, 
taking a figne of their eſſence and nature. 
But of the figns that are taken of the cauſes, 
ſer this be an example; A wound that is 
made with a ſharp pointed and heavy wea- 
pon, as With an Halberd, being firicken with 
ereat violence, mult be accounted great, and 
alſo mortal, ifthe accidents be correſpon- 
dent. 

But if the Patient fall ro the ground 
through the violence of the firoak , if a cho- 
lerick yomiting follow thereon, if his fighc 


fail himzrogether with a giddineſle, if blood 


come forth at his eyes and noſtrils, if de- 
fraction follow with loſſe of memory and 
ſenſe of feelin g, we may ſay, Thar all the 
hope of life remaineth in one ſmall figne, 
which is to be deduced from the effets of 
the wound; But by the comparing ir unto

noſe, rhume in the eyes and catarackss and 
which are weak-(ighted, or have defects in 
the Lungs, ſuffocation of the mother;ate not 
to be admitted ro this kind of evacuation. 

Let them not run haſtily and unadviſedly

Cauſe it makes them have a multitude of e- 
Jections, but does a wotld of michief; for a 
medicin? purging choler being given in a 
diſeaſe proceeding of phlegme or wacry hu- 
mors weakens the (ſpittts, and abates natr- 
ral heat, and hinders theclatificationof the 
blood, thereby encrealing the diſeaſe, &-, 

Ever let the body be preprred, beſore pur- 
eing, that ſo the matter offenlive may he 
brought together, and made the more fluid 
and ealie to be evacuated, 

It is very convenient to takea Clyſter the 
night before}you purge,that the paſſages may 


be gently opened, and the offending matter 


may have a free Way, 
Wefind few purges bur are hurtful tothe 


Romachzand indeed to nature it ſelf ; there-, 


fore it 15 requiſite ſuch things as trengthen 
the heart and ſtomach be mixed with them, 

and eſpecially ſuch thipgs as expell winde. 
Many purges work not at all, ſome to9 
much;if they work not all,drink hot broths,

Chymical medicines well and juſtly pre.

earthly quality in them which binds after- 
wards, 

If the matter be tough and viſcous, ic is 
impoſſible to carry it away all # a time ;

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Sweating 1s a gallant way of evacuation » 
when the Morbifck matter 1s tobe ſent from 
the center to the circumference, and muſt 
be done as carefully as purging, either by vo- 
mit or toole : the way I ule, I ſhall ſer 
down to you as followeth, 

The Patient you intend ro ſwear, muſt be 
put into his Bed, and his ſkirt pulled off, 1nd 
wrappedin a ſheete which mult be longer 
towards his head,that a lapp of it may come 
over his he:d like a hood, and pin the ſheer 
abour his neck, and cover him well-with 
Clothes,then give him the ſweating medicine 
and after it a dravghr of hor poſlet-diink , 
made either with Sack or White-wine to 
Waſh it down, and ſo let him ſwear for the 
ſpace of three hours\if his firength will abide

when he is coole, give him ſome warme 
cloths into the bed to rubb himlelfdry,then 
pull away the ſheet from him and rye a hot 
table napkin abont his head, and pur on his 
ſhirr again well warmed, and let him lye ſoa 
while, then give him a porrenger of water- 


eruel made with French Barley inftead of 


oatmeal, and a few rayſons toned and with- 
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ina while after he may ariſe,but he muſt have 
a great Care of keeping himſelfe wirme. For 
the pores of his body bc ing open, he wi'l be 
very ſubject ro cold ; There are orher wayes 
of (weating, as by Roves, ina chaire by the 
fire, with a ſtove under them, and ſeveral o- 
ther wates,but I ſhall let them remain untill 
another time. 

Thus have I briefly related to you the or- 
dering of your patient in the three p:incipal 
Wayes 0: evacuation, becauſe it may h:ppen 
that the Care and charge of 2dminiitration 
of ſuch medicines may be often committed 
by the Phyfitian to the young artilt withour 
any preciſe rules of orders Ic may happen 
alſo that the Artiſt not having a Phybtian 
near him to have recourſe tro, may adventure 
co purge his Patient (as I have a lictle touch- 
ed in this book )) and therefore I have ſer 
down theſe rules, the better to inlirudt him 
howtouſe the purging medicines therein 
mentioned ; aad if the Artiſt be but carefull 
and diligent in the obſervation of theſe rules 
I make no doubr but he will be able co ; 20e 
through his work gallantly and with good 
ſuccefſſe, but let him not forger what I admo- 
niſh him in my preface co do at the admini- 
ſtring of any medicine; elſe I cannot thinke
